Niagara diving equipment firm’s worldwide 
distributors get immersion course

Diving equipment's version of kick¬ 
ing the tires took place at Welland Scuba 
Park. 

A “training day" hosted by Shark 
Marine Technologies Inc. fully immersed 
participants in what’s new in the St. 
Catharines manufacturing company's 
inventory.

Distributors also received a hands-on 
demonstration of a remotely-operated 
vehicle (ROV) that, among tasks, can 
look for shipwrecks and inspect pipe¬ 
lines as deep as 300 metres. 

“In other words, anywhere too deep 
and too dangerous for a diver to go," Gar¬ 
rington said.

“It all depends on the application. 
With this so much is possible,” Oswald 
said.
